COL. JOHN H. WIGMORE 
Chicago, April 20— i AP )— Col, 
John H. Wig more, 80, dean em er­ 
itus of N orthw estern University 
law school 
and 
internationally 
known for his studies and w rit­ 
ings on law, died last night of 
injuries suffered in*an automob ile 
accident. 


He served as a memb er of the 
League of N ations’ com m ittee on 
intellectual cooperation in 
1923. 
Col. Wigmore. who was injured 
when the taxicab in which he was 
riding and another automob ile col­ 
lided. died six hours after the ac­ 
cident. 
Private funeral services will b e 
held this week. 
A memorial service also 
was 
b eing arranged b y the university , 
b ut a date had not b een set. 
In­ 
term ent will b e in A rlington Cem­ 
etery . 
W ashington. 
Col. 
w ig- 
more's b ody will lie in the Jordan 
funeral chapel, 200 E. Erie St., 
after 4 p. m. today . 
Faithful to Iiis conviction that 
“the practice of law is the great­ 
est responsib ility a human b eing 
can undertake," W igmore devoted 
a lifetim e to the academic ad­ 
vancem ent of tlie legal profession. 
As h teacher, w riter and con­ 
sultant he attained international 
eminence, and as a mem b er of the 
League of N ations’ commission on 
intellectual cooperation his opin­ 
ions were sought on countless sub ­ 
jects of national and world-wide 
import. 
For 30 y ears 
Dean W igmore 
headed N orthw estern university ’s 
law school in Chicago, and b ecame 
dean em eritus after 
lie 
retired 
from active teaching. He also was 
secretary of the university ’s sci­ 
entific crim e detection lab oratory . 
Taught 
in Japan 
Only two y ears of his scholarly 
career—those im m ediately follow­ 
ing his graduation from H arvard 
in 1887 w ith b achelor's degrees in 
a rts and law and a m aster's de­ 
gree in a r ts —were spent in actual 
practice of law. 
Then he w ent to 
Japan as professor of law at Keio 
university 
for three 
y ears, 
to 
N orthw estern in 189 2. 
Dean W igmore was a man of 
varied talents. 
A seasoned trav­ 
eler. he spoke several languages, 
including Japanese and Arab ic. He 
m aintained a world-wide 
corres­ 
pondence with other legal authori­ 
ties 
His 
concentration 
in 
the 
academic side of law was a ttrib ­ 
uted to lack of outstanding ab ility 
as a speaker, though he was an 
interesting conversationalist. 
Throughout his 
career 
Derfn 
Wigmore contrib uted 
generously 
to legal 
journals 
and 
wrote a 
num b er of b ooks 
and 
treatises. 
His most widely known work was 
a four-volume treatise on evidence 
the field in which he was re- 


garded as an authority , with few, 
if any , peers. 
An honorary doctorate of laws 
conferred on him b y the Univer­ 
sity of Louvain, Belgium, in 19 28 
was one honor of which Dean Wig- 
more was especially proud. 
He 
held sim ilar degrees from tlie U ni­ 
versity of W isconsin (19 06) and 
H arvard (19 09 ). 
His other academic honors in­ 
cluded the 
presidency 
of 
the 
American Institute of 
Criminal 
Law and Criminology , 19 09 -10; of 
the Am erican Association of Uni­ 
versity Professors, 19 16; and hon­ 
orary m em b erships in the Asiatic 
Society of Japan and the Society 
of Pub lic Teachers of Law in Eng­ 
land. 


As a m em b er of the staff of 
the judge advocate-general of the 
United States arm y in the world 
war, Dean W igmore earned the 
rank of colonel and was awarded 
the Distinguished Service medal. 
In 19 19 he was made a chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor b y France. 
In 19 23 he served as a mem b er 
ot the League of N ations’ com m it­ 
tee on intellectual cooperation. 
In 19 30 the Dominican Repub lic 
and Belgium nominated 
him for 
the Perm anent Court of Interna­ 
tiona] Justice at The Hague to 
succeed Charles Evans Hughes, re­ 
signed. b ut Frank B. Kellogg was 
elected. 


He was b orn March 4, 1863. at 
San Francisco, a son of John and 
H arriet (Joy ner) Wigmore.

father had come from Dub lin just 
10 y ears b efore. 
In Septemb er, 
1889 , he m arried Emma Hunt Yogi 
of Camb ridge.

Monterrey, Mexico, 
April 21 — 
( A P)—The 
text 
of 
President 
Manuel Avila Camacho's 
speech 
here last night follows: 
'Because of the 
fundamental 
virtues which distinguish you and 
because of the significance of the 
solemn moment in which 
your 
visit to Mexico is being earned 
out, this occasion is not only a 
motive of deep satisfaction for 
my country but also an incontro­ 
vertible proof of the progress a t­ 
tained by our two peoples in their 
desire to know each other, 
to 
understand 
each other, and 
to 
collaborate, without interruptions 
or tailorings, in order to achiew 
the democratic aspirations which 
unite them. 
“Mexico has not been obliged to 
alter in the slightest degree her 
basic policy in order to find herl 
self at the side of those nations 
which are fighting for the civili­ 
zation of the world and for the 
god of humanity. 
Expressions (ailed Same 
“Our true path has not varied. 
Our historic sense of honor con­ 
tinues the same as that to which 
we gave expression in the past 
with our arms in order to defend 
our territory and to sustain our 
institutions. 
If our position of 
solidarity with your country in 
the present emergency had im­ 
plied 
for 
us 
some 
unforeseen 
change in our course, our coop­ 
eration would not enjoy the un­ 
animous support 
which 
it has 
been granted by Mexican public j 
opinion. 
“What then are the causes of 
our firm and sincere cordiality? 
Your^ excellency personally is giv­ 
ing me the best reply to this in­ 
quiry’. 
“In effect neither your excel­ 
lency nor I believe in negative 
memories, because we both place 
our hope in the soundness of prin­ 
ciples, 
in 
the 
perfectibility 
of 
men, and in the constructive ca­ 
pacity of ideals. 
Termed Eloquent Witness 
“You furnish us with an elo­ 
quent witness of a similar capac­ 
ity of the spirit which for some 
years has guided your country 
and which has led it to strengthen 
by all possible means the gener­ 
ous systems of equality and. inde­ 
pendence. 
In 
this 
process— 
which owes so much to your abil­ 
ity as a leader—the United States 
has not been obliged to seek a 
foreign model. 
“In order to feel that your true 
greatness is not based upon dom­ 
inance but. rather upon the re­ 
spect of sovereignties and on har­ 
mony under the law, it was suf­ 
ficient for you to return with pre­ 
cision to the lesson of your great­ 
est heroes. 
Washington, Jeffer­ 
son, and Lincoln are present in 
the 
current 
decisions 
of 
your 
country. 
And, among your other claims 
to fame, your excellency undoubt­ 
edly possesses that of having in­ 
flexibly fought to apply to the re­ 
lations between the countries of 
this hemisphere the teachings of 
the famous liberators. 
.Mexico Grateful, He Sa\x 
“Mexico will never forget your 
participation in the structure of 
that new American policy which, 
because it is so much in agree­ 
ment with our national purpose, 
we 
could 
without 
boastfulness 
proclaim as ours. Good neighbors. 
Good friends. 
That is what we 
have always wished to be for all 
the peoples of the earth. 
“It was certainly not hatred 
which caused us to enter the war 
in which we find ourselves. Nor 
was it a petty interest in possible 
practical advantages. We know 
perfectly well that any struggle 
is strenuous and that nothing dur­ 
able can be created without con­ 
stancy in privations and without 
steadfastness and severity in sac­ 
rifice. 
“With 
the 
same 
clarity 
we 
know the only conquests which 
the united nations will obtain will 
be the moral conquests of dig­ 
nity m thought, of autonomy in 
conduct, and of the overthrowing 
of might by right. 
And your ex­ 
cellency understands all this es­ 
pecially well, y ou to whom—as 
the 
champion 
of 
the 
Atlantic 
charter—there is reserved a tran- 
scendented role in this time of 
unprecedented importance.

“Our countries do not wish for 
a more strategic truce obtained 
simply so that the world mav 
again 
tomorrow 
fall into 
the 
same faults of ambition, of im­ 
perialism. of iniquity, and of sor­ 
did privilege. 
“We desire 
a living 
together 
free 
of 
the 
perpetual threats 
which 
derive 
from those who 
seek supremacy. 
Free from the 
supremacy in the domestic field 
which 
as we were able to note 
during the period in which this

prepared 
led 
certain 
elements to place their class in­ 
terests above the interests of the 
whole group 
and free from the 
suprem acy m the foreign field, 
the constant results of which are 
\ science, death, and the rum of 
culture 
“ in order to bring about such a 
bvtng together we must above ill

machinery of barbar-1 


ism constructed by the dictators. 
Circumstances will determine for 
each one of us the degree of di­ 
rect participation in active com­ 
bat which this obligation 
may 
warrant. 
One Thing in Reach of All 
“But there is one thing which 
is in reach of all: the carrying on 
the fight immediately at home 
against those evils which offend 
and concern us in others. A cam ­ 
paign of such universal extension 
is not won alone in the trenches 
of the enemy. 
It is also won at 
home 
through 
greater 
unity, 
through 
more 
work, 
through 
greater production, and through 
the benefit of pure democracy in 
which our brothers, our comrades, 
and even our enemies may discov­ 
er a promise capable of giving to 
their lives a better content. 
“The difficulties with which we 
will be confronted will be very 
great. I recognize it. 
However, 
the energies of the people who are 
fighting aainst Nazi-Fascism and 
the honesty of the statesm en who 
direct them are hih pledges that 
the faith of which I speak will 
no be destroyed in the delibera­ 
tions over the peace. 


“In order to contribute to the 
work of the post-war period the 
United 
States 
and 
Mexico are 
placed in a situation of undeni­ 
able possibilities and obligations. 
Geography has made of us a na­ 
tural bridge of conciliation 
be­ 
tween the Latin and the Saxon 
cultures of the continent. 
Termed Example for America 
“If there is nay place wher the 
thesis of the good neighborhood 
may be proved with efficacy, it 
is right here in the juxta position 
of these lands. 
Our successes and 
our errors will have in the future 
a tremendous 
significance 
be­ 
cause they will not represent only 
the successes or failures of Mexi­ 
co and 
the United 
States 
but 
rather an example, a stimulus or 
a 
deception 
for 
all 
America. 
There is our prim ary responsi­ 
bility. 
“And thus there can best be 
appreciated 
the 
usefulness 
of 
these interviews which permit us 
to 
consider 
at close range 
our 
problems and to try’ to solve them 
with the best and clearest under­ 
standing. 
“You have been witness of the 
enthusiasm with which my fellow 
countrymen 
have 
assumed 
the 
burden assigned to them by these 
virile times both in the carrying 
out of military service and in the 
multiple activities required by the 
industrial and agricultural mobi­ 
lization of the country’. 
“At this table you see g ather­ 
ed together divers representatives 
of a particularly enthusiastic and 
hard working region. 
The other 
regions of the republic of Mexico 
have also united in the rhythm of 
a*production w’hich is continually 
furnishing a quantity of aid to 
the arsenal of allied production. 
Workers on Increase 
“Within the same spirit a num­ 
ber 
every day greater 
of our 
W’orkmen are going to the fields 
of the United States to lend their 
assistance in tasks which for the 
time being have had to be aban­ 
doned by farmers who have been 
drafted. 
This assistance 
which 
is being coordinated with North 
American mobilization is—in ad­ 
dition to a symbol in which we 
understand the duties of reciproc­ 
al aid between peoples—a demon­ 
stration of the strong will which 
animates us. 
“For my part I am glad to ex­ 
press to you the admiration with 
which we in Mexico observe the 
prodigious effort being made by 
your country to hasten the end 
of the war.

rushed to battle areas and their 
bravery in offering their lives for 
the redemption of the oppressed 
awake in us an austere and con- 
tintental pride.
